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Richards Flays Dr. Finkelstein for Appeasement

HIS is the story of an amazing affront which a Jewish leader 

and scholar has offered to a patriotic. and loyal American- 
Jewish officer serving with the U. S. forces in Germany, the appar- 
nt purpose being to conciliate Christian elements regardless of 
the question involved. If the step taken by this theologian was in 
the interests of the vaunted spirit of goodwill and better under- 
standing, then it is surely a case of conciliation or appeasement gone 
mad, for the communication sent by this spokesman to New York’s 
jading newspaper aroused consternation and anger in all dis- 
tinctly Jewish circles in the community. 

The story of this curious incident of fawning and kowtowing is 
easily told, but it will not be so easy to understand how the head 
of the Jewish Theological Seminary, Professor Louis Finkelstein, could 
pring himself to violate all good sense and propriety in order to 
further his program of flattering and ingratiating himself with the 
Christians—a program to which the elaborate Conference on Science, 
Philosophy, and Religion, has been dedicated. The facts of this 
extraordinary occurance are, as I said before, quickly stated. All one 
has to do is to refer to the reports as they appeared in the general 

on successive dates. 
Bogan With Article In Times 

To begin with, we have the dispatch of Gladwin Hill, sent from 
Fulda, Germany, and published in The New York Times. It was an 
xcount of the action of Lieutenant A. J. Finkelstein in connection 
with his duties as religion officer representing the U. S. Military 
Government of that section. The report reads in part, as follows: 

“Credit a red-headed Military Government religion officer 
with one round in a skirmish of dialectics. 

“Fulda is the center of the Catholic Church in Germany. 
Here the German Catholic Bishops will convene Aug. 20 as they 
have done for eighty-seven years except last year, when trans- 
portation was not available, to confer on church matters. 

“The prospective meeting was the subject of a conference 
today between the Fulda Military Government religion officer 
and the ecclesiastical secretary to Fulda’s Bishop Johann Dietz. 
There was Some restraint at the meeting because recently some 
jocal priests called the military government’s attention to the 
fact that even the military government itself had not received 
authorization from higher up to reopen any schools. 

“The ecclesiastical secretary was cordial, howevre, explain- 
ing the traditional character of the Bishops’ convention and 
noting that it was an assemblage from which had emanated 
in recent years a number of formal criticisms of the Nazi 
regime. 

“The religion officer, a former history teacher in a Newark 
high school, smiled graciously. The meeting was agreeable 
to the military government authorities, he stated, but he noted 
that since it would be a gathering of more than five persons 
an observer from the military government would have to be 
present under occupation regulations. 

“The cleric seemed a bit taken aback at this stipulation. 
Even the Nazis, he said, had not placed observers at the con- 
ference. 

“This,’ the religion officer observed, ‘is a different regime 
from the Nazis.’ 

“The ecclesiastic secretary still seemed unsatisfied. 

“Wasn't this conference, the United States officer elaborated, 
the one that during the war had praised Germany’s war ef- 
fort as a ‘heroic campaign,’ particularly against bolshevism? 

““Oh, no,’ the Bishop’s secretary protested. ‘The Bishops’ 
conference never had sentiments like that.’ 

“‘Well,’ said the religion officer, ‘what about this?’

“The 1943 conference of Bishops, while protesting against 


Nazi restrictions on church activities, said Germany was waging 
a heroic struggle to. protect the homeland from bolshevism and 
Preserve it from incalculable disasters.’

J. Finkelstein, ‘it will be necessary for us to have an observer

Here's a New One— 
Free White Americans

KNOXVILLE, Tenn. — The 
Knoxville News-Sentinel of Aug. 
24, in a front-page article, an- 
nounced the formation of a new 
“nationalistic” organization in 
Jellico, Tennessee, a small town 
near here. Headed by a Jellico in- 
surance man, this organization is 
entitled “Free White Americans, 
Inc.” and has announced its plans 
and program. 


Their stated purpose is promo- 
tion of freedom from “forced mix- 
ing of the White race with other 
races.” They support a national 
“Jim Crow” law. They also object 
to movies which “advertise favor- 
ably one religious faith to the ex- 
clusion of others.” They have sent 
letters of objection to thirty 
movie producers. They object to 
such movies as “Going My Way” 
and “The Fighting 69th’ because 
of the emphasis on Catholics in 
these pictures. 

Movies which “play up Com- 
munistic Russia in an heroic role” 
are also condemned by this group. 
The secretary reported that a 
letter which he sent to Senator 
Theodore Bilbo of Mississippi in 
which he stated the objectives of 
the new organization was inserted 
in the Congressional Record by 
Bilbo. 

The same day the News-Sen- 
tinel carried an editorial compar- 
ing the group to the Ku Klux 
Klan and America First groups 


which were formed to promote 
“freedom” after the first World 
War.

Committee’s $1,000,000 
Scientific Survey 
Reveals 3 Projects

NEW YORK—tThe first reports on the million-dollar research 
into the causes and nature of anti-Semitism undertaken by the 
American Jewish Committee, according to the organization’s bul- 
letin, “The Committee Reporter,” reveal that many projects of in- 
vestigation are already underway in several universities. 

At the University of Chicago, Drs. Bruno Bettelheim and Ed- 
ward Shils are directing a study of anxiety and hostility in dis- 
charged psychoneurotic war veterans, and will prepare educational 
material aimed at this group. 

Anti-Semitism In Childhood Studied 

Origin in childhood of anti-Semitic prejudice will be investigated 
in the University of California’s Institute of Child Welfare. Dr. 
Max Horkheimer, who is in charge of the entire project, which is 
called the Committee’s Scientific Department, anticipates that this 
will help adults handle prejudice among children. 

A third project will be a “comprehensive treatise on anti- 
Semitism,” designed to serve as a source for college seminars, study 
groups, editors, teachers, legislators and others. Dr. Leo Lowenthal 
and Dr. Paul W. Massing of the Institute of Sociai Research have 
begun work on the treatise, which will discuss, among other things, 
the failure of Jewish agencies to ward off anti-Semitism in. Europe. 
Prof. Robert W. McIver, Columbia University and Prof. Gordon 
W. Allport, of Harvard, will assist in editing the treatise. 

Test Methods Now Being Used 

The Scientific Department has made recommendations for the 
educational program and is testing the usefulness of work already 
undertaken in this direction. For instance it has discovered that 
the effectiveness of a radio program “The Belgian Village” and of 
a comic strip, “Tomorrow the World,” waned as soon as the ed- 
ucational content became apparent.

W. Ackerman, Chief Psychiatrist, Jewish Board of Guardians and 
Instructor in Psychiatry, Columbia University; Otto Klineberg, Pro- 
fessor of Psychology, Columbia University; Ernst Kris, Visiting 
Professor of Sociology, New School for Social Research; Paul F. 
Lazarsfeld, Director, Bureau of Applied Social Research, Columbia 
University; Rudolph Loewenstein, Psychoanalyst; Margaret Mead, 
Executive-Secretary, National Research Council; Robert K. Merton, 
Professor of Sociology, Columbia University; and Gardner Murphy, 
Professor of Psychology, College of the City of New York.

it is a policy in the German area occupied by the American

nature. It is unthinkable that the lieutenant’s superiors will allow 
him to out-Nazi the Nazis by his interpretation of the rule.” 


Full Letter A Gem of Sycophancy 


But it was not only The Catholic News that sneered at Lieut. 
Finkelstein. On the same day of this publication, August 11 there 
appeared a letter in The New York Times from Dr. Louis Fingel- 
stein who did not even deign to mention by name Lieut. Finkel- 
stein, who was performing his duty as an American officer, referring 
to him as “a junior officer who, despite pedagogic training, is ap- 
parently lacking in the experience or background necessary for 
handling such a complicated and important problem.” But the full 
Jetter in itself is a gem of fawning and sycophancy to the outside 
world that is also outside the sphere of enlightenment. Of this 
Jetter, not a single word should be lost for intelligent Jewish readers 
living outside of New York. I therefore quote it in full: 

“To The Editor of The New York Times: 

My attention has just been called to a column which appeared 
in The New York Times of Aug. 4 urrer the by-line of Gladwin 
Hill and with the headline: ‘U. S. Keeps Watch on Reich Bishops.’ 

“The whole world knows and will long remember that the 
only institutions in Germany which offered effective resistance 
to the Nazis were those of religion. The fact was well under- 
stood by the Nazis themselves as is evidenced by the rapidity 
with which Catholic priests and Protestant ministers joined 
Jewish rabbis in concentration camps. The extirpation of religion 
itself was an avowed object of the Nazi creed. Over the gate 
of one notorious concentration camp was inscribed ‘There is 
no God.’ 

“It is impossible for us to understand the special diffi- 
culties. faced by religious people in Germany during the period 
of Nazi domination, and particularly since the outbreak of the 
war. On the one hand, they were opposed to the Nazi policy 
as pagan and irreligious. On the other hand, they were deprived 
of any outside contacts and may honestly have believed that 
Germany was a victim of aggression and, therefore, ali of its 
citizens should rally to her support. 

“From a voluminous personal correspondence I know that 
many German Jews, themselves the victims of the severest 
persecution, still felt that in the war their country was in the 
right. We Americans who -tend to take for granted the benefits 
of a free press cannot imagine the condition of those who lived 
without any news but that given by the dictator Government. 
The suppression of religious institutions—churches and schools 
deprived religious people of guidance and leadership just 
when it was most sorely needed. 

“With these facts in mind, thinking men in our own country 
must deplore both the material of the report of Aug. 4 and the 
tone in which it is described and which overlooks the whole 
history of the past twelve years. I have no doubt that at least 
jin the American and British zones of administration full free- 
dom of worship will be guaranteed for all in Germany. Certainly 
the revitalization of the institutions of religion of all denom- 
inations in Germany is necessary to reverse the current of moral 
and spiritual disintegration. The only hope for a new Germany 
to join in the world association of nations lies in religion in its 

_ broadest and finest sense. 

“With further reference to the particular article under dis- 
eussion, it is surprising that decision in such a fundamental issue 
as the relationship of German Bishops to the military authorities 
sohuld be entrusted to a junior officer who, despite pedagogic 

' training, is apparently lacking in the experience or _ back- 
ground necessary for handling such a complicated and important 
problem.”

So we have Gladwin Hill, a Gentile and presumably also a 
Christian, applauding the “red-headed” Lieut. Finkelstein, The Cath- 
olic News sneering at him, and Dr. Finkelstein not only seconding 
this motion but going out of his way to deplore the need of having 
an American representative present at the Conference of Bishops 
at Fulda and rebuking the American-Jewish officer who, according 
to an authoritative report was performing his duty in exemplary 
manner. 

The Finkelstein letter which has now been reprinted in both 
the Brooklyn “Tablet” and the Boston “Pilot” is a study in obse- 
quiousness in more senses than one, and discriminating readers 
will not fail to observe the note of “moshros” which is contained 
in the statement that “From a voluminous personal correspondence 
I know that many German Jews, themselves the victims of the 
severest persecution, still felt that in the war their country was in 
the right.” It is, of course, hard to tell how “voluminous” this cor- 
repondence, was but it will be remembered that Germany had among 
other such Jewish characters as Dr. Alfred Neumann, spokesman for 
an infinitesimal circle of renegades.

War, World War I and Worid 
War II. 


Fought Under M’Arthur’s Father 

During the Spanish-American 
War, he volunteered for action. 
Later, during the Philippine In- 
surrection of 1901, he served 
under MacArthur’s father—Gen- 
eral Arthur MacArthur. For a 
while Harry led a fairly peaceful 
life, operating a restaurant, but 
came World War I and he in- 
sisted on going back into uni- 
form. He had a tough time pass- 
ing the physical examination. It 
took a special Surgeon General's 
order to get him to France. He 
served as a mess sergeant when 
he finally got there. 

And, naturally, in 1942 Harry 
had an even tougher time getting 
in. He was back in the restaur- 
ant business when Pearl Harbor 
was bombed but once again he 
closed up shop in Texas. He went 
to a hospital for an operation 
on varicose veins. Somehow, 
when he came out he was able 
to get into the Air Corps—at 63! 
Got Overseas Duty 

For three years Rudolph 
served here in the States, but he 
was getting more and more rest- 
less and he started writing let- 
ters to General Arnold, asking 
for overseas duty. 

“Hap” said O. K. at last and 
Harry went to the Marianas. 

Old age was creeping up on 
Harry, though, and hardening of 
the arteries began to plague him. 
In June, he was shipped to Fair- 
field, Cal., to recover. The army 
was preparing his honorable dis- 
charge papers at that time and 
Harry was preparing himself a 
defense to stay in and fight some 
more. When peace came, he de- 
cided to let it go. 


Never Missed Services 

During all three wars in which 
he served, Harry never missed a 
Friday night or Saturday religi- 
ous service. Not only did he at- 
tend them, but he made sure that 
every other Jewish soldier in his 
company turned up regularly at 
services. And none of them ever 
said no to Harry.

Jewish girls, freed from Ger- 
man camps, are “clean and pure.” 
Not so the others, writes soldier 
Marvin Goldstein, of Chester, Pa. 
The Forward’s H. Lieberman 
quotes him. Young women of 
other nationalities, former slaves, 
“have children, no husbands. But 
the Jewish girls, though beaten 
and hungry for six years,” look 
much finer; and, of the 350 he 
saw, none had children. They ex- 
pressed a desire for Hebrew Bi- 
bles. He got them for them. But 
young Goldstein expresses con- 
cern about what is going to hap- 
pen to them. They have no place 
to go. And Chaplain Schechter, 
in the Journal, asserts the J. D. 

He feels 
that it was through its own neg- 
lect, that the “Joint” was kept 
out of the concentration camps 
for so long.

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I interviewed several of the delegates to the Zionist Conference 

in London, but I want to see and hear some more before I 
make up my mind what to think of it. I may be able to interview 
Rabbi Silver in a few days. 

There is another Conference going on in London just now— 
the World Jewish Congress. It is a peculiar Jewish organization 
—-with no parties, no factions, no blocs, no issues. Everything seems 
stereotyped, strictly pre-fabricated. It is a show with only two 
actors, and the rest of the participants mere extras. There is the 
World Jewish President making speeches and the World Jewish 
Career Diplomat pulling the wires and running the show. 

And making speeches too. 

Just to prevent any misunderstanding, let me make clear that 
by the World Jewish President I do not mean Chaim Wezimann 
(who is only the President of the Zionists, which makes him out 
a lesser leader than Stephen S. Wise); also, that by the World 
Jewish Career Diplomat I do mean Nahum Goldmann. 

They ought to think up a few factions to give the World Jew- 
ish Congress a semblance of a popular democratic movement. Like 
Hirohito did recently. 


HOWEVER, I am not in a mood for controversial subjects now. 
I would rather discuss Daniel Persky and the Romance of the He- 
brew Language. 

The romance between Daniel Persky and the Hebrew Language 
started when Danny was still a little boy in Minsk and has lasted 
longer than I know, except by conjecture and estimate, and longer 
than the Gallant Lover himself would care to divulge. But it has 
gone on for a greater length of time than it takes a more earthly 
romance to see a third generation. 

But Daniel Persky so loved the Hebrew language that he never 
gave his plighted word to a maiden in Israel. 

There is a novel by the famous Yiddish writer Opatoshu, writ- 
ten over thirty years ago. The novel is entitled in the Hebrew 
translation, in which it is better known than in the Yiddish original, 
Morim (Hebrew Teachers). There is a scene in that book in an 
East Side cafe where Jewish literati used to foregather. A young 
man by the name of Repsky, with a pince-nez, goes around collecting 
subscriptions for Hebrew periodicals overseas. 

The people ask Repsky; “Why don’t you get married?” And 
Repsky answers “I am too busy now, I haven’t obtained enough 
subscribers for the Hashiloah (the foremost Hebrew periodical of 
the time, published in Odessa). Maybe later, when I finish.” Well, 
he hasn’t finished yet. By the way, I have it both from Daniel 
Persky and from Opotoshu that by Repsky was meant Daniel 
Persky. 

Optaoshu told me that Persky asked him why he had to 
change the name from Persky to Repsky. Why Persky should want 
his name in a novel I don’t know: his name is the best-known and 
best-liked in American Hebrew circles. Persky has become a legend. 
But such is the nature of famous men that they want to be even 
more famous. I know Pershy will like the idea of my devoting him a 
column and I know he is going to buy me a lunch. 


" IN CASE any of my readers never heard of Daniel Persky, 
all he has to do is ask the rabbi. In nine cases out of ten it is 
going to be a rabbi who has filched some ideas for his sermons out 
of Persky’s weekly article in Hadoar or out of Persky’s books, 
especially the books containing collection of discussions on Jewish 
holidays. Daniel Persky is the most widely read and widely quoted 
Hebrew author in America. But he is more than that: he is the soul 
of the American Hebrew Movement. 

‘I hope the reader has by now realized that the article is in- 
tended to praise Persky and that I think he is a power for good and 
that I am genuinely fond of him. It goes back a long time. I was in 
my early twenties when I published my first story in Hadoar, and 
it was then I began receiving mail and regards (Persky likes to 
send regards) from Daniel Persky in New York, a formidably 
famous name to a provincial Hebraist living in Montreal. His letters 
and messages were aiways full of warmth and of encouragement, 
which mean a great deal to a budding writer. I didn’t meet him 
until I came to live in New York in May 1940: he had been in 
Palestine during my new visits.to the Big City before that. It was 
the most natural thing for me to do to telephone Persky the day 
I arrived and to come to see him at his room. 

The room is on East 14th street atop half a dozen flights of 
stairs atop a movie. When I came I found a note in Hebrew 
Lehakkoth (Wait). That was easier written than done: there is no 
reception room in which to wait for Daniel Persky, and even stand- 
ing there isn’t very comfortable. So down I went and then I came 
up again a little later. 

Since then I have known that room very well—that room 
full of books and old Hebrew newspapers and dictionaries and old 
manuscripts and letters; that room from which many invisible 
threads go out to every part of the world where there are Jews who 
love and cultivate the Hebrew language. 


PERSKY keeps up a correspondence with almost every Hebrew 
writer, every Hebrew grammarian, every Hebrew periodical in the 
world. He culls the Hebrew press for any point on correct Hebrew 
usage, on Hebrew grammar or an any newly coined Hebrew word or 
expression, and he answers questions on those points. What he gets 
for it is a minus amount: he has spent a fortune in stamps. In 
his lifetime he has remitted some $25,000 in subscrition fees to various 
Hebrew periodicals ‘vide supra), paying the postage out of his 
own pocket. @ 

That room on East 14th street hasn’t changed much since 
I first saw it in 1940, nor very much, I suspect, since long before 
that. Sometimes I still find the same note “Lehakkoth” which I 
found one sunhy May morning in 1940. The same note, not just 
the same words—I mean the same piece of cardboard. Of course, 
periodically Persky throws a lot of papers and sells a lot of books— 
that’s so he could move out to the Nineties where the Herzliah 
Hebrew Academy is situated where he teaches a couple of times 
a week. But in the place of the old books and the old newspapers 
and periodicals come new ones, and Daniel Persky in the flesh like

HE precautions taken to pre- 
vent illness and discomfort

Hebrew is the language spoken by Abraham, Moses, Balaam 
(and for a short time also by Balaam’s ass), David, Solomon, Uriah, 
Isaiah, Jeremiah, Nehemiah, Zedekiah, Zephaniah, Obadiah, Gideon, 
Absalom, Rehaboam, Jeroboam and many other men and women 
of antiquity. It is also the language spoken by the boys from 
Palestine who fought in the Jewish Brigade, by the men and women 
who have drained the swamps of the Emek and are now raising 
wheat, corn, grapes, oranges, grapefruit, beets, carrots—and chil- 
dren. And by the children, who speak it most beautifully. 

The Hebrew-speakers of antiquity and the children of the 
Emek and the Urchins of Tel-Aviv are Natural Hebraists. In be- 
tween there have been the Transitional Hebraists who made the 
revival of Hebrew in Palestine possible. The Transitional Hebraists 
are divided into Old Fashioned and Modern, An Old Fashioned 
Hebraist resents any innovation in the Hebrew language, a Modern 
Hebraist just revels in it. But both types like to spend days and 
nights worrying how Moses would have called a carburetor if he 
had a jitney and how the Prophet Samuel would have called an 
inferiority complex if he were psycho-analyzing King Saul. Persky 
knows the answers.

HERE is a lot of talk in our town about 

a certain recent wedding. The women 

say: “To think of that! Jewish people calling 
in a Presbyterian minister to marry them!” 

They say. “The very idea! As if there werent’ 
a rabbi left in the world!” 

They say: “Segal, you should write some- 
thing about that. Would you let yourself be 
married by a Presbyterian?” 

Well, it’s quite too late for Segal to think 
of being married by anybody, whether a 
Presbyterian, a Moslem or a rabbi. Being in- 
veterately married, h ecan look forward only to 
one more ministration by any of the clergy, 
namely, the service of burial. 

The question rather should be: “Segal, would 
you let yourself be buried 
by a Presbyterian?” 

But before this ques- 
tion is seriously taken up 
it should be told how it 
came to pass that the 
Presbyterian minister 
officiated at a wedding of 
Jews. 

Well since it was mid- 
summer the _ available 
rabbinate was out of 
town. (It is rather deplorable that Reform 
Judaism is pretty generally adjourned in the 
summer season and religion is like some of our 
smaller restaurants which in recent years have 
taken up the practice of closing up several 
weeks in July or August.) 

This wedding, like all weddings, simply had 
to take place on the appointed date. Weddings, 
unlike other human events, can’t be postponed 
once the date is fixed. What will people say if 
a wedding is put off? They will say “Ah, ha!” 
or “Tsk! Tsk!” with something like gloating 
satisfaction at the prospect of scandal to talk 
about. 





* . * 


NO, IT SEEMS a wedding can’t wait for 
rabbis. Rabbis are made for wedding, not wed- 
dings for rabbis, and when a rabbi isn’t around, 
what to do? 

That was the devastating problem which so 
distressfully confronted this imminent wedding. 
Now the family of the bride knew intimately 
an excellent gentleman who is a Presbyterian 
clergyman. He is one whose Christianity doesn’t 
fence him in. He knows people of other faiths 
as his authentic brethren in God not as errant 
sinners to be gathered into his own church and 
made dues-paying members. To call them 
brothers is with him not just to speak piously. 
He feels genuinely kin to all people of good 
will. They synagogue across the street from 
his church is his good neighbor. 

When they asked him if it would wrench his 
conscience to officiate at a wedding of Jews he 
said not at all. His religious conscience could 
feel perfectly at home wherever people gather- 
ed together before God for a sacred service. 

I hear it reported that it was a lovely wed- 
ding service. It contained no implication of 
particular theological doctrine. It was done 
in the name of the One God. 

In conclusion there was the nuptial bless- 
ing. The Presbyterian had gone to the trouble 
of learing the Jewish blessing. He read it in 


Hebrew ... (“O make these loved companions 
greatly to rejoice even as of old Thou didst 
gladden Thy ceature in the Garden of Eden. 
Blessed art thou, O Lord, who makest bride- 
groom and bride to rejoice.’’) 

An excellent gentleman indeed, this Presby- 
terian clergyman—the spiritual kinsman of all 
other excellent gentlemen, of whatever faith, 
who know no seperateness in the brotherhood. 
(If a were a religious teacher I would make 
the upbringing of excellent gentlemen the ob- 
ject of my career. I would feel that I was 
serving God enough.) 

The wedding made conversation for a week 
in our town, and in the midst of gin rummy 
games somebody was sure to make remarks. 

. “The idea of Jewish people calling in a 
Presbyterian to marry them!” or, “Segal, you 
should write something about that” or “Would 
you let yourself be married by a Presbyterian?” 

That brings us back to the much more 
pertinent question, “Would you, Segal, let 
yourself be buried by a Presbyterian?”

ANYWAY, it seems about time Segal were 
thinking of his burial. The years run away and 
suddenly a citizen comes to his burial without 
having thought about it at all. 

Now that he gives himself time to think about 
it, Segal can’t imagine that his ghost would 
seriously object if a Presbyterian were to com- 
mend him to God, but he would have to be a 
Presbyterian in the sense of a great gentleman 
who didn’t employ his Presbyterianism as a 
wall of seperation. Segal doesn’t believe that 
a small-minded oMhammedan is good refer- 
ence to bring before God. 

Segal, as he gives his mind to the matter of 
his burial, lets out his vanity to the point of 
thinking that he should like to have gentleman- 
ly clergymen of several religious demnomina- 
tions speaking up for him to God at his funeral; 
though he well knows that crews of clergy- 
men are only for his betters on the melancholy 
occasion of their burial. 

Yet he does think it would be a symbolic ges- 
ture of brotherhood for the clergy of various 
faiths—Jewish, Presbyterian, Catholic—to gath- 
er around a Jew and recommend him to God. 

People, reading the story of Segal’s non- 
partisan funeral, might laugh abdominally. . . . 
“Yes, that guy had the right idea. At his fu- 
neral he tried to kid us into seeing that all the 
preachers speak of One God, and what's all the 
argument and the hating about, anyway? The 
crowd of preachers he had all spoke the same 
language, you might say.” 

But, having come this far in his funeral plans, 
Segal stops. He may be going too far. He 
knows how funerals are nowadays. So quick! 
The guests are in a hurry to get back to their 
affairs. The motorized vehicles run swiftly to 
the cemetery. The police department sends 
along a motorcycle cop to see to it that nothing 
impedes the hurried progress to the grave. 

Yes, to have a variety of clergymen at his 
funeral would serve unduly to lengthen the pro- 
ceedings and Segal’s busy friends never would 
forgive him. He guesses he’ll just stick to his 
rabbi.

ISAAC ABRAHAMS 
WAS GRADUATED 


UNIVERSITY 
TWO YEARS BEFORE 
THE AMERICAN 
REVOLUTION. 













HE only Jewish graduate of Columbia prior to the 

Revolutionary War was Isaac Abrahams. He was 

awarde@ his degree of Bachelor of Arts at the com- 
mencement exercises of the Class of 1774. 

At graduation Abrahams delivered an oration in 
Latin which was entitled “On Concord.” Columbia was, 
of course, at that time still designated as King’s College. 

Although graduating classes from all colleges of this 
time were small, in some cases numbering as few as two 
or three, several institutions of higher learning grad- 
uated Jews. At Harvard Judah Monis was an instructor 
of Hebrew fer about forty years. He received the honor- 
ary degree of Master of Arts as early as 1720 and be- 
came an instructor there in 1722. 

Among Yale’s earliest graduates were several of 
the Isaacs family, all of Norwalk, Conn., who though not 
dews themselves were constantly referred to as of Jew- 
ish origin. The most prominent Jewish graduates of Yale 
were the Pinto Brothers of New‘ Haven, Abraham, Solo- 
mon and William. Solomon and William Pinto were 
beth graduated in the class of 1777.

A Restaurant, a Book, Sailors and... 


Y the grace of God and with the cooperation of a well disposed 

Battalion Adjutant Carl received a three-day pass recently, 

and we took off in high spirits. This is the tale of that late-summer 
military vacation at Miami Beach. 

Our initial search for a kosher restaurant resulted in a sur- 
prising and sudden meeting with Chaplain Louis Engleberg, of 
Cleveland, just back from overseas, and engaged in the same search.

We watched with amusement the efforts of several girls at the 
Y to make themselves understood to a group of visiting Russian 
sailors. They knew no single word in common, but eyes and smil- 
ing lips spoke an international language, and they got along splen- 
didly. Our interrogatory “Zhydov?” brought the response that there 
were no Jews among them. Sudden hope of finding a Soviet Zion- 
ist subsided as suddenly. 

Attention Zionist Districts everywhere: J.N.F. boxes were 
prominently displayed at many restaurant cashier counters all over 
Miami Beach, even inthe “exclusive” sections. Each was labelled 
by the M.B. Zionist District. 

Yammy found the trip disappointing, and the sand not nearly 
as pleasant to dig in as at Jacksonville Beach. One day she decided 
to entertain the cabana lollers by standing up straight and singing 
in a loud voice, “Mah Tovu,”’ with popular liturgical melody and 
correct pronunciation. The lollers seemed unimpressed. Two-and- 
a-half-year-old Yammy desisted, and turned back to her digging, 
doubtless muttering something about: assimilationists who didn’t _ 
even recognize good Jewish music. 

Three days were just about enough of Miami Beach for us.

Jacob Landau (head of the 
Jewish Telegraphic Agency) got 
hold of me recently and :made 
this point about anti-defamation 
work in the United States. He 
says that our work in the United 
States is inadequate because the 
leadership in the civic protective 
agencies is not giving proper and 
realistic consideration to world 
politics. The campaign of Hitler 
and the Nazis to make people 
believe that Jews and Commun.- 
ism were interchangeable was 
most successful, Mr. Landau con- 
tends, and it is around this Nazi 
lie that anti-Semitism will try to 
win over the world to anti-Semi- 
tism. The present “angle” of the 
anti-Semite is to bring about 
warfare between the Soviet and 
the United States, and when that 
conflict materializes, then the 
Jews who will by then, even in 
the U. S., be synonymous with 
Communism, will be wiped out 
as they were in Europe. Mr. 
Landau believes that many Jews 
and Jewish agencies are lending 
themselves to the anti-Soviet 
drive in the United States, not 
realizing that it is themselves 
who will be the first victims. I 
give you this for what it is 
worth, but it should not be for- 
gotten that Mr. Laudau is one 
of the best informed individuals 
in the United States on what 
goes on in Europe. While on the 
subject of the J. T. A., I might 
mention that Boris Smolar, edi- 
tor-in-chief will soon leave for a 
look-see in Europe.

Two weeks ago one of the 
friends of The Post in Washing- 
ton sent us the following analy- 
sis of the immigration situation. 
The analysis is logical and clear 
and we print it at this time. be- 
cause of what seems to us to be 
confused thinking in Boris Smol- 
ar’s “Between You and Me.”: 

“Those who do not know much 
about the subject are attempting 
to alter existing German immi- 
gration quotas. Here is a case of 
a general conclusion hastily ar- 
rived at which would only ia- 
flict greater hardship on those 
whom the Nazis persecuted. 
Those who do know something 
about the subject are against dis- 
continuing the German quota. 

“The arguments against the 
discontinuance of the German 
quota are as follows: 

“1. If a precedent is estab- 
lished now of barring a whole 
group hitherto admissable, it will 
be easier in the future to bar 
some other group against whom 
sentiment may have developed as

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“2. Nazis may now be barred 


without further legislation— 

(a)—by American Consuls 
abroad, who, under the Quota 
Act of 1924 are made ‘respon- 
sible for the refusal of visas 
to immigrants who fail to com- 
ply with the provisions of the 
Act or who such officers know 
or have reason to believe, are 
inadmissable to the United 
States under the immigration 
laws.’ 

(b)—by inspection officials at 
ports of entry, as subversive 
aliens belonging to organiza- 
tions committed to the over- 
throw of the American form of 
government. 

“3. To bar all Germans 
would exclude the victims of 
Nazi oppressors who were of 
German natioffality. 

“4. It would exclude all child- 
ren born in Germany of forced 
or slave laborers, since the law 
assigns their nationality to the 
country of birth. Thus it would 
bar non-German or part-German 
(racially) victims of Nazi bru- 
tality. (Although many countries 
propose to grant the child the 
nationality of its mother when 
repatriated, not all of these 
children can be assured of non- 
German naturalization, and they 
should not be barred from entry 
into the United States because 
of the accident of their birth- 
place.) 

“To date the Jewish agencies, 
including the American Jewish 
Congress, B’nai B’rith, American 
Jewish Committee and Jewish 
Labor Committee, have consulted 
with each other and fully under- 
stand the implications of what 
appears a demogogic move in 
order to make political capital 
out of a sorry situation.”

N W YORK—Under th ‘ad- 
ing of “The Returning Chaplain 
and The Synagogue,” the Jewish 
Chaplain, published by the Na 
tional Jewish Welfare Board, 
makes the bald statement that 
“the treatment of the returning 
chaplain will be of historic im- 
portance in the life of American 
Jewry.” 

Pointing out that the chaplains 
are “entitled to certain rights and 
consideration,” the editorial says 
bluntly that “any civilian rabbi 
eligible for the chaplaincy who 
maneuvers to advance himself at 
the expense of a chaplain should 
be expelled from his rabbinic 
body.” 

“Congregations should give 
ehaplains preferential considera- 
tion for vacant positions,” the 
editorial says at another point. 
“They will be far better rabbis 
than when they went away,” the 
editorial declares. 

The editorial which was writ- 
ten by Rabbi Philip S. Bernstein, 
executive director of the Com- 
mittee on Army and Navy Reli- 
gious Activities of the National 
Jewish Welfare Board, is reprint- 
ed here in full at right:

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The Returning Chaplain and The Synagogue 
By RABBI PHILIP S. BERNSTEIN 


ae disturbing facts emerge from recent conferences with 
chaplains. The first is the opinion of a large percentage 
that they have no definite jobs to return to. The other is the 
feeling of many that they will not wish to minister in synagogues 
after the war. These pose such serious problems for the future of 
American Judaism that I také the liberty of discussing them 
here with both the chaplains and the congregational leaders: For 
The Jewish Chaplain is read by both. 

The treatment of the returning chaplain will be of historic 
importance in-the life of American Jewry. Never before in the 
whole history of Israel has there been such an outpouring of 
rabbis for war service as in the present conflict. Never before 
has there been such a voluntary outpouring of sacrificial ideal- 
ism.For rabbis were not drafted. They volunteered. More than 
half the rabbis of the country offered their services to the chap- 
lainey and others still are coming forward in considerable num- 
bers. 

Not only in numbers but also in the type and quality of 
service have the rabbis been outstanding. Usually the Jewish 
chaplain is the only Jewish chaplain in a post, a division, an 
island. Because he serves a widely scattered minority group he 
is called upon to cover an era to which, for the service of Chris- 
tians, perhaps ten to twenty Christian chaplains, will be as- 
signed. With few exceptions, Jewish chaplains work very hard 
and do a first-rate job. 

Of course they have rendered this service out of a sense of 
patriotic duty and they do not ask to be rewarded for it. How- 
ever, they are entitled to certain rights and consideration. Any 
congregation that does not fulfill its commitment to its rabbis 
in the military service deserves the censure of the entire house- 
hold of Israel. Any civilian rabbi eligible for the chaplaincy who 
maneuvers to advance himself at the expense of a chaplain 
should be expelled from his rabbinic body. I have talked with 
most of our chaplains in this country and overseas and I know 
that many of them at this late stage of the war are tired, strain- 
ed, homesick. Any failure of congregations to meet their ob- 
ligations will lead to a bitterness and cynicism which will be 
very bad for the future of American Judaism. 

Congregations should give chaplains preferential considera- 
tion for vacant positions. Pulpits that become vacant should be 
held open for chaplains returning from the war. Present needs 
should be met on a temporary war-time basis but permanent ar- 
rangements should be withheld until chaplains are available. This 
will result in benefit not only to the chaplains but also to the 
congregations. For every chaplain will return to the. synagogue 
enriched by his experience and with increased ability to render 
a significant service. Unlike most civiliaus the chaplains were 
not compelled to change their vocation when they entered the 
armed forces, but were given exceptional opportunities to prac- 
tice it. They will be far better rabbis than when they went away. 
Congregations and rabbinic associations will be wise as well 
as correct to give reassurance to the rabbis in uniform. 

On the other hand, it would be very unfortunate if the chap- 
lain were not to meet his obligation to the synagogue. I think 
I understand the problems some of the chaplains will face—small 
congregations, inadequate incomes, interfering officers, demand- 
ing congregational organizations and out worn policies. I can un- 
derstand why some of them, after their military experience will 
not wish to return to such synagogues. But they must not let 
their present mood prevail, for it too will be very bad for the 
future of American Judaism. 

They should not accept these conditions as final. These rabbis 
will have achieved a new strength through their chaplaincy ex- 
perience. They have learned a good deal about organization. 
They have acquired the experience of working closely with youth 
and should be able to surround themselves with young people 
who like themselves will be intolerant of pettiness and narrow 
denominationalism. In the last analysis the rabbi’s freedom and 
usefulness will depend upon his strength. If he will have acquired 
sufficient strength and confidence from his military experience, 
he will have as much freedom and usefulness as he wants and 
can support. In any event, chaplain, don’t give up the synagogue 
without a fight! It is too precious. 

And it is too necessary. European Jewry is virtually de- 
stroyed. Some small communities may be destored but not again 
as the fountain springs of Jewish spirituality. In all the lands 
of the diaspora, American Jewry alone has the possibility, the 
influence, the surviving institutions and the sheer numbers to 
maintain a Judaism that will offer hope, sustenance and example 
to Jewries outside Palestine. If it goes under; if it gets weak and 
anaemic; if it cripples American religious life by making its 
best young rabbis unhappy in existing unprogressive synagogues 
it will be guilty of the final hillul Hashem. 

Every rabbi knows that we need in America a synagogue- 
centered Jewish life. Federations, welfare funds, community cen- 
ters, community councils, Jewish education associations have 
their place. But in the long view of Jewish history they are 
transitory institutions reflecting a particular phase of Jewish 
life at a particular time. The synagogue is eternal]. It alone gives 
meaning to Jewish experience. It alone has a philosophy to sus- 
tain Jews through these times. If its present program is not 
commensurate with its history and its aims, that is where 
the chaplains have a job to do. They dare not forsake the syna- 
gogue now when, confronting the worst catastrophe in Jewish 
history, it needs them most.—The Jewish Chaplain.
